Mr  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

Annual  Report  for  1970 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  31st 
December,  1970., 

The  estimated  population  of  the  district  increased  from  35,580  at  mid- 
year 1969  to  37,540  at  mid-year  1970.  There  were  623  live  births  of  which 

15  (2%)  were  illegitimate.  The  corrected  birth-rate  was  17*8  per  thousand 
population,  the  rate  for  England  & Wales  was  l6.0.  There  were  5 still-births 
and  the  still-birth  rate  was  8.0  per  thousand  total  live  and  still-births, 
the  corresponding  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  13*0. 

There  were  310  deaths  from  all  causes  and  the  corrected  death-rate  was 
10.5  per  thousand  population,  the  rate  for  England  & Wales  was  11.7,  130 
deaths  (42%)  were  at  age  75  or  over.  There  were  13  deaths  of  infants  under 
1 year  and  the  infantile  mortality  rate  was  21.0  per  thousand  live-births. 

The  rate  for  England  & Wales  was  l8.0,  10  of  the  infant  deaths  occurred  in 
the  first  month.  There  were  12  deaths  from  lung  cancer,  in  19^9  there  were 

16  deaths  from  this  disease  and  21  in  1968.  There  were  70  deaths  from 
Ischaemic  heart  disease  compared  wth  54  in  1969  and  87  in  1968. 

There  was  no  serious  outbreak  of  infectious  disease  during  the  year. 
Although  notifications  of  cases  of  measles  increased  considerably  over  the 
previous  year  they  were  well  below  the  average  of  recent  years.  For  the 
second  successive  year  there  were  no  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
notified.  One  new  case  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  occurred  during  the 
year. 


The  Consultative  Document  setting  out  the  Government's  views  on 
National  Health  Service  Reorganisation  was  recently  published.  The 
intention  is  to  do  away  with  the  existing  tripartite  administration  and  to 
substitute  a unified  two-tier  administration  with  a strong  upper  regional 
tier  to  plan  the  National  Health  Service  in  the  region  and  to  allocate 
resources  to  the  second  tier  authorities,  the  area  health  authorities. 
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The  latter  will  be  responsible  for  planning,  organising  and  administering 
comprehensive  health  services  in  their  area  which  will  match  the  area  of  the 
proposed  new  local  authorities.  The  importance  of  good  management  at  all 
levels  is  stressed  and  special  studies  are  being  arranged  to  report  before 
the  final  proposals  are  made. 

The  importance  of  strong  links  between  the  health  services  and  the 
newly  created  Social  Services  Department  which  came  into  being  on  1st 
April,  1971,  is  also  stressed  in  the  Consultative  Document.  In  Cheshire  as 
from  April  1st,  1971 » the  Social  Services  Department  took  over  the  functions 
of  the  former  County  Welfare  and  Children's  Departments,  together  with 
certain  of  the  county  health  services  which  have  a mainly  social  content: 
these  included  the  domestic  help  service,  day  nurseries  and  mental  welfare 
services.  Figures  relating  to  the  domestic  help  service  in  the  Council's 
area  appear  for  the  last  time  in  this  report.  The  County  Health 
Department  retains  all  the  personal  medical  services  for  which  it  is 
responsible  and  these  of  course  comprise  far  and  away  the  greater 
proportion  of  the  work  load.  There  will,  however,  now  be  the  opportunity 
for  developing  and  expanding  the  health  services.  Greater  attention  can 
now  be  given  to  the  epidemiology  and  prevention  of  a wide  range  of  diseases. 
The  planning  and  management  of  the  proposed  new  health  centres  will  occupy 
an  increasing  amount  of  time. 

The  developmental  assessment  of  young  children  and  the  establishment  of 
closer  links  with  the  school  health  service  is  a high  priority.  It  is 
hoped  to  start  in  the  immediate  future  a pilot  scheme  to  investigate  the 
value  of  geriatric  screening  examinations.  The  planning  for  the  integration 
of  the  county  health  services  with  the  general  practitioner  and  hospital 
services  envisaged  in  the  near  future  by  the  Government's  Consultative 
Document  will  also  occupy  much  time  and  thought. 

Details  of  the  work  carried  out  by  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Health 
Department  are  given  in  appropriate  sections  of  this  report. 

In  conclusion,  it  is  a great  pleasure  to  express  my  gratitude  to  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  continued  support 
and  confidence.  I should  like  to  thank  Mr.  Tiplady,  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector,  for  his  help  and  loyalty.  I am  indebted  to  the  staff  of  the 
Health  Department  for  their  hard  work  throughout  the  year  and  to 
colleagues  in  other  Departments  for  their  willing  co-operation  at  all  times.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA 


Laboratory  facilities  are  available  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at 
Withington  Hospital. 

The  following  services  are  provided  by  the  Local  Health  Authority  (Cheshire 
County  Council)  and  administered  by  the  North  East  Cheshire  Divisional 
Health  Committee: 

Ambulance  facilities:  A 24  hour  Ambulance  Service  is  available, 
being  provided  by  Stockport  Corporation  on  an  agency  basis.  In 
addition,  sitting  case  ambulances  are  available. 

Nursing  in  the  Home:  There  are  in  the  area  four  District  Nurses  who 
undertake  general  nursing,  two  district  nurse/midwives  and  three 
County  midwives. 

Health  Visitors:  There  are  six  Health  Visitors  who  work  in  the  area.

Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough,  Tetanus,  Poliomyelitis  and  Measles  Protection: 

A special  clinic  is  held  for  this  purpose  once  a month  at  the  Clinic, 

253  London  Road,  Hazel  Grove,  and  arrangements  are  made  for  immunisation  to 
be  performed  at  the  end  of  every  Welfare  Session  at  Bramhall.  In  addition, 
immunisation  is  carried  out  free  of  charge  by  general  medical  practitioners 
at  their  surgeries.  An  annual  visit  is  made  to  all  primary  schools  in  the 
district  for  the  purpose  of  giving  diphtheria,  tetanus  and  poliomyelitis 
reinforcing  doses.  An  annual  visit  is  made  to  all  secondary  schools,  to 
give  B.C.G.  vaccination  and  vaccination  against  German  Measles  to  girls. 

Chiropody  Service;  Financial  help  in  obtaining  chiropody  treatment  is  given 
to  persons  aged  65  years  and  over,  persons  registered  as  physically 
handicapped  and  expectant  mothers,  on  the  recommendation  of  their  family 
doctor.  Treatment  is  given  by  the  chiropodist  chosen  by  the  patient. 

Physically  Handicapped  Club;  A social  club  for  handicapped  persons  meets  in 
alternate  weeks  at  Hazel  Grove.  Transport  is  provided  in  most  cases  by 
members  of  the  W.R.V.S.  In  addition,  a handicraft  section  meets  once 
fortnight ly . 

Welfare  Foods;  Welfare  foods  are  on  sale  at  the  Divisional  Health  Office, 

253  London  Road,  Hazel  Grove,  from  Monday  to  Friday,  and  at  all  Child 
Welfare  Centres. 

Services  provided  by  the  Manchester  Regional  Hospital  Board 

Hospitals ; There  is  no  hospital  within  the  Urban  District.  Patients  from 
this  area  are  admitted  to  hospitals  in  neighbouring  districts. 

Maternity  cases  requiring  hospital  accommodation  are  also  admitted  to 
hospitals  outside  the  area.  Where  necessary,  infectious  disease  cases  other 
than  Smallpox  are  admitted  to  the  Stockport  Isolation  Hospital  and  Monsall 
Isolation  Hospital.  Facilities  for  Smallpox  cases  are  provided  at  Ainsworth 
Smallpox  Hospital  near  Bury. 

Tuberculosis  and  Venereal  Diseases:  Special  clinics  for  the  diagnosis  and 
treatment  of  Tuberculosis  and  Venereal  Diseases  are  held  at  the  Chest  Clinic, 
Stepping  Hill  Hospital  and  St  Thomas'  Hospital,  Flint  Street,  Stockport, 
respect ively .

( ii ) Water  Supply 

The  whole  of  the  Urban  District  is  served  directly  from  the  public  water 
mains  of  the  Stockport  and  District  Water  Board. 

The  water,  which  is  chemically  treated  to  prevent  plumbo-solvent  action, 
is  stored  in  impounding  reservoirs,  treated  by  mechanical  filtration 
plant  and  subsequently  chlorinated.  It  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality 
and  quantity. 

Bacteriological  examinations  were  made  monthly  of  the  raw  water  and 
weekly  of  the  treated  water  going  into  supply,  the  results  were  satisfactory 
Chemical  analyses  were  made  monthly  of  the  raw  water  and  treated  water  going 
into  supply,  again  with  satisfactory  results.

(iii)  Clean  Air 
Smoke  Control  Programme 

Hazel  Grove  (No  5)  Smoke  Control  Order  covering  an  area  of  163  acres  to  the 
North  East  of  London  Road,  Hazel  Grove  and  containing  over  1200  private  and 
Council  houses  became  operative  on  the  1st  November,  1970 o 

The  Council’s  sixth  Smoke  Control  Area  which  includes  595  acres  and  1,756 
dwellinghouses  in  Bramhall  was  surveyed  and  the  Order  subsequently  confirmed 
by  the  Minister  - operative  date  1st  November,  1971 o 

The  operative  and  confirmed  Smoke  Control  Orders  contain  7?736  domestic 
premises  (59%  of  the  total)  and  1,844  acres  (30%  of  the  total  acreage).  The 
Council’s  Smoke  control  programme  is  on  schedule  and  is  expected  to  be 
completed  in  1974. 

Some  difficulty  was  experienced  during  the  winter  months  with  supplies  of  some 
solid  smokeless  fuels.  The  shortage  was  not  as  serious  in  this  area  as  had 
been  anticipated  and  the  Council’s  decision  not  to  suspend  Smoke  Control  Orders 
appeared  to  be  justified. 

Chimney  heights 

One  application  was  received  for  prior  approval  of  the  height  of  a new  chimney. 
The  application  was  approved  after  modification.

During  the  year  there  was  a considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  complaint 
of  mice  ( l40%  increase).  This  type  of  infestation  is  more  difficult  to  dea] 
with  than  a rat  infestation. 

The  sewer  system  and  refuse  tip  were  treated  again  by  a Servicing  Company  fc 
rats  and  the  tip  for  flies.  It  has  been  decided  to  terminate  these  contract 
and  to  have  the  work  carried  out  by  the  Health  Department  in  1971* 

There  is  scope  for  improvement  in  the  surveying  of  agricultural  premises, 
domestic  block  inspections  and  sewer  treatments.  Motor  transport  is  to  be 
provided  for  the  rodent  operator  in  1971 i and  his  increased  mbbility 1 wi 11 
contribute  greatly  to  an  improved  service. 

124  complaints  of  wasps' nests  were  received  during  the  3 months,  July  to 
September.  Many  of  these  complaints  were  to  deal  with  multiple  nests,  in  or 
case  seven  nests  on  the  same  premises. 

( v)  Pet  Animals  Act  1951  and  Animal  Boarding  Establishments  Act,  1963* 

There  are  three  licensed  pet  shops  and  one  animal  boarding  establishment 
in  the  district. 

(vi)  Moveable  Dwellings 

There  are  no  licensed  caravan  sites  in  the  Urban  District. 
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(vii)  Music  & Dancing  Licences,  Cheshire  County  Council  Act  1955 


28  premises  were  registered  for  Music  & Dancing  and  one  occasional 
licence  was  also  issued.  All  premises  are  inspected  by  the  Fire  Authority, 
police  and  Public  Health  Department  before  registration. 

(viii)  Sewerage  & Sewage  Disposal 

The  extensions  to  the  Offerton  Sewage  Disposal  Works  which  were  reported  as 
operational  last  year  have  now  been  completed  and  a high  standard  of 
effluent  is  being  maintained. 

As  forecast  last  year,  construction  on  the  Dean  Leach  Foul  Sewer  started  on 
1st  August  1970  and  for  all  practical  purposes  will  be  completed  by  31st 
October  this  year. 

The  computer  survey  of  the  district's  sewerage  system  in  the  Bramhall  area 
has  been  completed  and  as  expected  it  showed  the  need  for  wholesale 
reconstruction  of  that  area's  sewers.  Design  work  is  well  advanced  and 
construction  work  is  programmed  to  start  in  May  197D. 

A contract  to  connect  the  properties  at  the  lower  end  of  Bridle  Road  to  the 
main  sewer  has  now  been  let,  which  will  do  much  to  reduce  the  pollution  of 
the  watercourses  in  that  area.  On  completion  of  this  work,  the  number  of 
premises  with  water  closets  not  connected  to  the  sewer  will  be  reduced  to 
84;  there  are  still  l4  premises  in  the  district  with  pail  closets. 

( ix)  Noise 

A miscellaneous  selection  of  complaints  was  received  including  ice  cream 
vehicle  chimes,  vehicle  and  factory  noise,  road  drills  and  neighbour  noise.

All  tins  are  punctured  and  jars  broken  before 
being  covered  at  a depth  of  eight  feet. 

Condemned  meat  and  offals  are  removed  from  the  slaughterhouses  by  private 
contract  for  ultimate  conversion  into  fertilisers.

Dealers'  Licences  are  issued  by  the  Food  & Drugs  Authority  and  remain 
in  force  for  five  years.  District  Councils  are  required  to  maintain  a 
register  of  dealers  and  dairies.. 

There  are  11  dairy  herds  of  which  one  is  accredited  under  the  Brucellosis 
(Accredited  Herds)  Scheme  from  which  milk  is  sold  raw  to  the  publico 

Milk  as  sold  to  the  public  is  sampled  regularly  by  a County  Sampling  Officer 
and  submitted  to  the  laboratory  for  testing  for  keeping  quality  and  in  the 
case  of  pasteurised  and  sterilised  milk  the  efficiency  of  the  heat  treatment. 
In  addition  raw  milk  sold  without  heat  treatment  to  the  public  is  tested  for 
the  presence  of  brucella  abortus  and  Tuberculosis.  Tuberculosis  infection  is 
now  extremely  rare  and  none  has  been  found  during  the  year.  Six  supplies 
were  found  to  be  infected  with  brucella  and  notices  prohibiting  the  sale  of 
the  milk  without  previous  heat  treatment  were  served  in  these  cases.  The 
infected  animals  were  identified  and  removed  from  the  herds,  before  the 
notices  were  withdrawn.
